WINCHESTER (Virginia) June 30. 

Mr. Nathaniel Athby, who arrived at 
Staunton from the weftward, afew days ago, 
reports, that about the 6th inftant, four In- 
dians came tothe plantation of Captain Maac 
Newlon, within fix miles of Wathington 
Court-Houfe, in this ftate; that Capt. New- 
lon not being home at the time, they enter- 
ed his houfe, and took his wife and two chil- 
dren prifoners ;*they alfo broke opena chett, 
from whence they took about forty dollars in 
fpecie—burnt fome things, and carried off a 
great many others; that by about ten o’clock 
on Sunday they had travelled only fifteen 
niles, the unfortunate Mrs. Newlon being, 
obliged to carry one of the children on her 
back; that fhe was feenin this truly pitiable 
fituation by a white man belonging to the 
fettlement, who, not feeing the favages, they 
being behind fome bufhes, and taking her to 
be his fon’s wife, called her twice, but fhe 
paid no attention to him; that he then ate 
tempted to goto her, but an Indian came 
out of the bufhes and fired at him, where. 
upon he precipitately ran away ; that imme. 
diately after this the bloody mifcreants murs 
dered Mrs. Newlon and the two children, 
and having featped-ber. and ote of them, made 


offs Captain Newlon was reported to have 


a great deal of money; his houfe is twenty 
miles in the fettlement. It is fulpetted 
there was a white man in company with the 
favages. 





WILMINGTON (Delaware) July 3. 

On Saturday laft arrived in this port from 
Philadelphia, two Spanifh veffels, a brig and 
a fchooner. Having heard that. two britifh 
vellels lay off the Delaware Capes, they 
feared a commencement of hoftilities in con- 
fequence of the late rupture between theie 
twe powers: they have fince failed.

A Richmond paper of July 7, fays, yelter- 
day afternoon arrived in this city from the 
Creek Nation, Col. Marinus W illet accompa- 
nied by Col. Alexander M‘ Gillivray, the 
great king of the Creeks, with 30 other of 
the principal Chiefs, Head Men and Warriors 
of that nation on their way to the refidence 
of the general government, for the purpofe 
of forining treaties of amity with the Uned 
States, 

Extra of a letter from a gentleman in King- 
fton (Famaica) dated 18th June laft, to his 
corre/pondent in this city. 

‘¢ This will be handed you by a young 
gentleman, who arrived here a few days ago, 
and returns via Virginia, to whom | refer 
you for particulars of our expected news. I 
have only to fay, there is a great chance in our 
favour of having a declaration of war with 
Spain in fome days hence. ‘The Britith Pack:- 
et, from Falmouth, arrived here the 15th 
infiant exprefs, with government dilpatches. 
Ii is the decided opinion of our comimander 
here, that a war is inevitable. The fgua- 
dpon on this ftation are all vidtualing, and 
taking on board the full compliment of fea- 
men and warlike flores, waiting for the iflue, 
per an exprefs frigate now waiung for the 
return of the difpathes from Spain.’

MarskiLies, May 2. 

The popular fufpicion which had long been 
entertained, that M. Calvet, the Commandant 
of Fort St. John, was difinclined to the in- 
terefts of the revolution, broke out on the 
morning of the 3oth of April with the atmoit 
violevce. At tén o’clock the national guards 
aflembled under arms in the Grand Place, and 
with 22 pieces of cannon taken from the vel- 
fels in the harbour, marched to the gate of 
the citadle to diflodge the garrifon. 

On being commanded to furrender, M. Cal- 
vetreplied to the fummons ii) a tone of the 
mot f{upreme contempt for the mob. 

The armed citizens placed themfelvesin 
order of attack. —Another {ummons was then 
fent to the Commandant, to which he perh- 
dioufly replied by a dilcharge of twelve pieces 
of cannon. Twenty-two perfons were kil- 
led by the fire. The attack then commenced 
with the mott inconceivable ardour. A breach 
was effected in about half an hour; and on 
the entrance of a body of national guards, the 
garrifon confifling of five thoufand men, laid 
dawn their arms 

he people now clamoroufly demanded the 
punifhment of Calvet. Accordingly this Lau. 
nay of Marfeilles, fpeedily expiated his guilt. 
He was hanged in the firft breach made inthe 
walls of the fortrefs. His head was carried 
on a pike throughout the whole day in the 
itreets of Marfeilles.
